McKinnon. Drexel University has previously 
helped in safety by installing and managing fire 
alarms, fire extinguishers, as well as security bars 

| on every street accessible window. For one 

| concerned about fire safety rest assured that with 
the new risk management guidelines, every inch of 
the house has been inspected for risks. Checklists 
have been developed that find and correct hazards 
such as but not limited to inspecting baseboard 
heaters for any incendiary materials, inspecting

Rules 


1) We will be playing Flag Football, i.e. No tackling. 

2) The game will start will with an NFL style coin toss. 

3) Once the ball hits the ground the play is dead and the ball will be marked where it initially hit 
the ground. (no fumbles), except on a kickoff or punt, where the ball is not dead until touched 
by the receiving team. 

4) There will be six (6) players from each team on the field at any given time during the game. 
More than that at any time will result in a three (3) yard penalty. 

5) Each game will be twenty-four (24) minutes long consisting of two (2) twelve (12) minute 
halves. A six (6) minute break will be used as halftime. The clock will move continuously 
throughout the entire game, except for time outs. During the last two (2) minutes of the 
game, the clock will stop for incomplete passes and running out of bounds. 

6) The offense must start with at least three (3) down linemen. One (1) of those line-men may 
release as a receiver, but the offense must state he is eligible before the play starts. 

7) Each registered team will play a minimum of two (2) games. Ifa team loses two (2) games, 
they will be eliminated. The final game of the tournament is single elimination. (ex. If the 
team that has one (1) loss wins the game and both teams have one (1) loss, there is NOT a 
second game) 

8) There will be one (1) to four (4) games going on simultaneously. 

9) We will be using flags as an indicator of when to stop the ball. Once the flag falls off of the 
ball carrier or the flag is removed the play is over. The flags must be worn on top of any 
clothing that the player is wearing. The shirt cannot be on top of the flags, or a five (5) yard 
penalty will be issued. There is also no hand guarding the flag, this will also result in a five 
(5) yard penalty. 

10) Teams must be at the field by no later than 8:30 am in order to play. Ifa team is late, they 
will forfeit all games scheduled. 

11) Punts may be done on any down. No player on the offense may move until the punter kicks 
the football. There is no snap required for a punt. 

12) No player is permitted to leave his feet other than jumping or diving for the ball, i.e. cannot 
jump to pull the flags from another player. This will result in a five (5) yard penalty from the 
spot of the foul. 

13) All penalties are at discretion of referees, and will be 60% of regulation football. Off-sides 
and illegal formation: three (3) yards from the line of scrimmage or half the distance to the 
goal. Holding: six (3) yards from the spot of the foul or half the distance to the goal. Pass 
interference: Spot of foul. Holding inside your own end-zone awards the opposing team with 
a safety. Tackling of any player will be considered unnecessary roughness, ten (10) yards 
from the spot of the foul. 

14) All controversial calls are at the discretion of the referees. Misconduct can result in ejection 
from the game. 

15) Extra points: one (1) play from the four (4) yard line for one (1) point. A ball intercepted and 
run back on an extra point is ruled a safety, worth two (2) points. The team that threw the 
interception kicks off. 

16) Three (3) time outs per team for the entire game; a team can use a maximum of two (2) time 
outs per half. 


17) A tied score at the end of regulation will follow NFL style overtime with the first team to 
score wins. 
18) Any game may be shortened due to time restraints, except for the championship game. 


*Structure of the field is up to the discretion of the organizers and referee. 
**Referees will be officials from the Drexel University Recreational Sports department 
or members of other fraternities on campus to ensure neutral third party judging.

The Recent History of Lambda Chi Phi

Continuing to build men as class after class 
pass through the chapter hall of Alpha Chi Rho, the 
Lambda Chi Phi chapter is adding pages in the ever 
expanding story that describes our unique 
Brotherhood. Recently, the chapter lost what can be 
described as a landmark, the Newman center, due to 
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external complications not related to the chapter. 
Solemnly, after our last meeting of summer term, 
the deadline for all the chapters’ belongings to be 
moved out, the few remaining Brothers turned off 
the lights to the Ritual Room, and closed a chapter 
in the life of the Fraternity. 

As many know, the Newman center held the 
Fraternity Archives, which date back to our 
colonization almost two decades ago. While 
moving the contents of the Ritual Room out, we 
shared discoveries of old “Crow” Jerseys and Tees, 
Minutes from important meetings to Lambda Chi 
Phi’s creation and substantiation, and many other 
windows into history. These artifacts hold a 
meaning to the Fraternity as a whole which each 
Brother is a part of, they give incite into the state of 
the chapter at various points through time, they tell 
a piece of the story that is Alpha Chi Rho, Lambda 
Chi Phi. 

One of those artifacts is rewritten below, to 
be shared with all who are associated with Alpha 
Chi Rho. As we move into the future adding 
chapters to our history, it is important to understand 
what our history is, thereby benefiting from it and 
recognizing those that paved our way. This is the 
story of our beginning. 


The Recent History of Lambda Chi Phi 
Original author unknown 
Transcribed from Newman Archives via Joe Grippe 


The original Alpha Chi Rho Fraternity at 
Drexel was started in the fall of 1989 by C. J. 
Lamers. An Interest Group was formed with 
approximately fifty people. After electing their first 
officers and acquiring Reverend Charles Brinkman 
as their Faculty Advisor the Interest Group sent 
their petition to National Headquarters on February 
5, 1990. 

On March 5, 1990, after a long and tedious 
discussion with the twelve members of the 
InterFraternity Association, the Interest Group at 
Drexel was given probationary approval to entreaty 
with Alpha Chi Rho to establish a Colony. March 
8, 1990 was the day that saw twenty-four men of 


the Interest Group get pinned and formally bring the 
Drexel Colony into existence. 

The rest of the 1989-1990 academic year 
saw the Colony evolve into a close-knit group that 
was hard-working and extremely active. They were 
able to complete thirteen philanthropy events, 
attend twelve I.F.A events, go to Crow Bowl at 
Omicron Phi, road trip to three other Chapters, and 
double the standing I.F.A. Town Watch record by 
logging three hundred and thirty hours, all in 
thirteen weeks and still obtaining the highest 
cumulative GPA (2.85). The Colony was awarded 
two of the seven Dean’s cup awards for the highest 
cumulative fraternity GPA and _— greatest 
commitment to the Community with well over five 
hundred service hours donated in one term. 

In the 1990-1991 year, the Colony pinned its 
first postulant class. Ten postulants were pinned 
with the help of the immortal Mark “Opey” 
Williams. Also the Colony attended Crow Bowl at 
Epsilon Phi and the National Conclave at Phi Phi on 
October 20". In October the Colony turned its 
sights on obtaining its Charter. On May 16, 1992, 
the Colony was given its Charter. Unfortunately, 
due to internal problems, in 1994 the Chapter 
retumed its Charter back to the national 
Headquarters. 

In October of 1994, a separate group of men 
started discussing the possibilities of starting their 
own fraternity at Drexel. At the forefront was 
Edward  Géillsion. As a member of the 
Undergraduate Student Government Association 
(USGA), Edward spoke to James Fitzpatrick, then 
Dean of Students and temporary Dean of Greek 
Life. It was Mr. Fitzpatrick that told Edward that 
there was a Fraternity that had just closed down and 
their Advisor was still on campus. Edward was 
introduced to Reverend Charles Brinkman and 
began inquiring about what happened to the Drexel 
Chapter of Alpha Chi Rho. Later in April of 1995, 
Edward Gillision, Brian Anderson, and Chris Park, 
a future postulant, visited the Alpha Chi Rho 
Chapter at the University of Pennsylvania. On July 
5, 1995, Edward Gillison, John Connor, Ken 
Babicki, and Philip Fairchild visited the National 
Headquarters where they were introduced to Scott 
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von Lutcken and William Dougherty, two members 
from the old chapter. 

The new Interest Group was formed October 
12, 1995. This first meeting saw us elect officers 
with Edward Gillision becoming President, Tim 
Durham becoming Vice-President, David Calhoun 
becoming Treasurer, and Brian Anderson becoming 
Secretary. It also saw the unanimous decision to 
maintain Reverend Charles Brinkman as our 
Faculty Advisor. 

Shortly before and after the start, the Interest 
Group was extremely active. We participated in 
cooking and serving to the National Council at their 
meeting on October 9. Later in October the Interest 
Group visited the Home of the Merciful Savior, a 
home for children with cerebral palsy, to help the 
kids with pumpkin painting. At DragonFest, Drexel 
University’s Homecoming, the Interest Group 
logged 167 service hours. 

On January 6, 1996, the Interest Group 
presented its petition for Colony Status to National 
Council, and Colony Status was granted. The group 
was colonized on January 11, with the pinning of 30 
members. Later in January, members of the Drexel 
Colony attended their first interfraternal event- a 
seminar about Date / Acquaintance Rape, which 
was hosted by a Drexel Sorority. The Colony held 
its first de-pinning ceremony on February 2. 

March was a busy month for the members of 
the Drexel Colony. We hosted a Regional Round 
Table, participated in Crow Bowl, held a Pinning 
Ceremony for our first postulant class as well as 
approving our Colony Bylaws. In addition, we 
returned to the Home of the Merciful Savior to 
assist with their annual Square Dance, and enjoyed 
cheese steaks during the first “Crows’ Night on 
South Street”. In April, the Colony worked with 
Habitat for Humanity for the first time. We also 
hosted a social with the Drexel Alpha Sigma Alpha 
Sorority, and participated in Drexel’s Greek Week. 

In May, the Colony members participated in 
the Powelton Village Civic Association’s Clean-up 
of local streets. The first Postulant Class was 
depinned on June 6, 1996. In July, Edward 
Gillison, Tim Durham and Brian Anderson attended 
the Leadership/Scholarship Institute. In September, 


the Colony held its first philanthropy event at the 
People’s Emergency Center. 

In October, the Colony participated in the 
local Habitat for Humanity Build-a-thon, and later 
in the month returned to the Home of the Merciful 
Savior for pumpkin painting. October was also the 
time for us to send a team to play football at Crow 
Bowl, to hold the Pinning Ceremony of our second 
Postulant Class, and to work once more with 
Habitat for Humanity. 

The Drexel Colony took part in the 
Powelton Village Civic Association’s fall Clean up 
in November. We attended Alcohol Abuse and 
Hazing/Risk Management seminars hosted by 
Drexel’s Dean of Greek Life. Also during that 
month, we hosted the Alpha Chi Rho Educational 
Foundation, had their first PRIDE evaluation with 
Brian Schwarz, held their second interfraternal 
social, and once again worked with Habitat for 
Humanity. We also returned to the People’s 
Emergency Center for a philanthropy event in 
December. 

During a weekend in January 1997, the 
Executive Council (Edward Gillison, Tim Durham, 
Brian Anderson, Jeff Madden, Michael Gentile, 
Doug Gahring) as well as Jim Plousis went to 
National Headquarters for an Executive retreat. 
This was a time to discuss the current state of the 
Colony and to plan for its future. January also 
found the Drexel Colony assisting in the National 
Fraternity’s Future Search, hosting a Rush / 
recruitment Seminar given by Dave Stollman, 
holding the de-pinning ceremony of our Second 
Postulant Class, and visiting Rowan College to help 
the Alpha Chi Rho Brothers there with recruitment. 

In addition to the above events, the Drexel 
Colony has several regular events. Every year 
during Winter Break, many Colony members travel 
to the Schrader Creek Hunting Lodge outside of 
Towanda, PA for a retreat. The first winter retreat 
was in 1995. On March 17, 1996, we hosted its first 
Pre-Finals Brunch for all Colony members, which is 
now served each term on the Sunday before final 
exams. In December 1996, Graduate Brothers of 
the Lambda Chi Phi Chapter also attended. 
Beginning on November 6, 1996, many members of 
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the Colony now partake in Wednesday dinners at 
Cavanaugh’s, a local restaurant and pub. 


On September 20, 1997, the Drexel Colony was 
once again chartered as the Lambda Chi Phi 
Chapter. The actual chartering ceremony was done 
in the Newman Center, followed by a reception in 
the Grand Hall, in the Main Building and a banquet 
at the Sheraton, University City. On this day the 
mayor of Philadelphia proclaimed it Alpha Chi Rho 
day The PECO building had “Congratulations AXP 
of Drexel” on it and the ensign flew at the corner of 
33rd and Chestnut Streets

We always knew our Johnny was a good Christian boy, but we did not realize the impact his 
life had on so many until he died. The number of people who came to Johnny's funeral, some 
from great distances, overwhelmed us. Bishop McFadden’s presence, as well as that of 
Monsignor Jagodzinski, Fathers Hutchins, Heron, Kelly, Nordeman, McCabe, Paolino, Okon, 
Weber, Marinucci; Flanagan, and Morabito, and Deacons Iannucci and Kazanjian honored us 
and the life of our boy, Father Morabito, Johnny's Newman Center chaplain and dear friend, 
spoke the truth of Johnny's faith in his beautiful homily. The musicians from Cardinal 
O'Hara, Drexel, Penn and St. Pius X parish and the bagpiper from St. Agatha/St. James lifted 
our hearts with their tributes. 


The outpouring of love from so many touched our broken hearts deeply. We will never forget 
the many gifts of food and drink, flowers, books and religious articles, Mass cards and letters 
so lovingly offered, nor the calls and visits which helped carry us through the acute sadness of, 
the past months. We are deeply grateful to the loving hands and hearts that prepared the 
beautiful program, the collages, that set up the Godspell video, that had our car washed, our 
house cleaned, our snow shoveled and performed countless other services for us. 


Through your generosity, over $18,000.00 has been raised in Johnny's memory for pro-life 
causes. Adding to this sum the $7,000.00 that Johnny had saved, we purchased advertising 
for crisis pregnancy centers. We can joyfully report that at least two babies have been saved 
thus far! St. Pius’ X Respect Life committee has grown from five members to forty who attend 
‘faithfully. Drexel students have formed a pro-life group named “Choose Life” in Johknny’s 
memory. A Baby’s Breath of Bryn Mawr, which supports mothers who choose life over 
abortion, has renamed its annual run “Johnny's Run for Life” which will be held on October 4. 
We are humbled to hear that Johnny’s witness has encouraged many to return to the Church 
and sacraments. With Jonny as her sponsor, his beloved girlfriend, Jamie began the RCIA 
program last September. We proudly witnessed Jamie's entrance into the Catholic Church on 
Holy Saturday night as Dan filled in for his brother. 


Your loving response has been so great, that we would never be able to thank each person 
individually, nor even to Rnow the identity of everyone who offered us some measure of 
comfort. Not everyone who was there signed the memorial book or gave an address or indicated 
how he knew Johnny. To anyone we may have missed, we Rnow that our Lord has seen your 
Kindness and through Him, we offer our thanks. All of these things have helped us to celebrate 
with joy a life well-lived despite its brevity. For the rest of our lives, we will hold you allin 
our hearts wath atitude and love.

Three weeks ago | said to my wife, we really have three wonderful children. How are we 
so lucky? Each of them is a better person than I. All three of them are Eucharist ministers. All of 
them attend Sunday mass. ’ a 

Elizabeth graduated summa cum laude from Immaculata University. She had a perfect 4.0 
average. She could have taught anywhere, but she will only teach in Catholic schools. She is the 
head of the language department at St. Pius X High School. 

Danny, a Notre Dame graduate, surprised us at church a few weeks ago while we were 
there for confession. He too was there to confess his sins. 

Johnny sometimes went to confession every three weeks. He was in the choir at St. 
Agatha & St. James. He was also a member of the Drexel Newman Club. On Easter Sunday, he 
was going to be the sponsor for his girlfriend Jamie Duncan’s conversion into the Catholic faith. 

Johnny always wanted to follow his big brother to Notre Dame, and he had the 
accomplishments to do so. He made the All-Catholic band at Cardinal O’Hara high school for four 
years. He was also All-Catholic in track. He scored 1380 in his college boards. He was in the top 
12 in his class. He lettered in cross country and track for four years. He ran a 4:40 mile. He 
taught CCD for two years. He was a National Merit Scholar. He was an Archdiocesan Scholar. 
Finally, he won the Heart of the Lion Award his senior year. But Notre Dame would not let him 
in. He also played Scrooge in the Christmas Carol and in Godspell, he played Jesus. How could 
Notre Dame turn down Jesus? | prayed and he prayed and my wife prayed but they still wouldn’t 
let him in. 

This past Monday night I finally figured out why he did not get into Notre Dame. There 
was a prayer vigil at Drexel for Johnny and Ian. A young man walked up to me, hugged me and 

* told me “you don’t know me but three months ago, | returned to the Catholic Church because of 
Johnny Williamson.” This was the third time someone told me how Johnny led to their 
conversion. It finally dawned on me why he did not get into Notre Dame. He was needed at 
Drexel. 

Our job as parents is to get our kids into heaven. So | think J can say - “Mission 
Accomplished“. 

If you look on Facebook, Johnny wrote on January 22, “A person is a person no matter 
how small. I wish I could be in DC but instead can just hope the innocents will be spared.” The 
next day, he wrote his final Facebook entry. It was “Choose Life.” Thirty-six hours later, he 
passed away. The coroner gave me his affects, his wallet, a broken cell phone and this wristband, 
which was given to him by Father Nordeman six years ago. which says “O’Hara respects all life.” 
It has ten week old baby feet on the bracelet. 

People have been asking what they can do for us. |’II tell you what you can do. You can 
show up here on February 16", Monday night, at 8pm to help the St. Pius X Respect Life 
Committee save babies in Johnny’s name. 

If you knew Johnny, you knew he absolutely loved children. He was constantly playing 
with all the neighbors’ children, as well as cousins. He was planning to be a pediatric nurse. He 
played Santa Claus on December 24" for his cousins. 

I think I know why God took him before his 22™ birthday. In heaven, Jesus needed a 
Recreation Director for the 50 million surgically aborted children and two fellows, Fat Harold and 
Pop Pop Jack, told Jesus we have just the right guy. On Sunday, Jesus called him Home. 

We had Johnny for over 22 wonderful years, for it was on my wife’s 30" birthday, June 
23, 1986, that she told me she had a birthday present for me. She told me she was pregnant with 
Johnny. 

We can’t complain to God that he passed away. We thank Jesus that Johnny came our 
way. 

If 1 may quote from Lou Gehrig, | will tell you, “We are the luckiest familyon the face of 
the earth. j
